} The first part of our itinerary led to the city 
--of Ottawa, which, as most of our readers are 
aware, is the federal capital of Canada. 

Ottawa is nev and fresh and clean. It has 
about it that appearance of smartness and pro- 
gressiveness that one might expect at the na- 
tional head of this young dominion just awak- 
ening into consciousness of its power and man- 
ifold resources. 


Ottawa was.chosen as the seat of povein- 
ment for the united provinces of Upper and 
Lower Canada by her late majesty, Queen Vic- 
toria. The choice was happily made, for Ottawa 
is not only beautiful in a magnificent way with 
its powerful river, its inipetuous waterfall and 
its huge cliffs decurated with evergreen. Then 
it is away from the frontier and has a fairly 
central location. -Itis on the border, not only of 
the two most populous provinces, but of the di- 
viding line between the two great races that hold 
this dominion in their possession. 

Whether Ottawa would ever have been im- 
portant or yreat in a commercial way if left to 
her own devices is a question’ that is open to 
argument. Every nativeof the city would an- 
Swerin a decided affirmative. But any city 

» thatis handicapped by having gifts lavished 
upon itas is the case at Ottawa is laboring 
under a greathundicap: Capital cities and gov- 
ernment built cities seldom amount to much. 

Take Kingston, Quebec and Halifax as examples 
of centers that have had government money 
poured out upon them like watter, and the chief 
effect has been to kill out civic initiative and in- 
dependence, Start to give a man presents that 
he has not earned, and you at once reduce his 
manhood and end by making him a crawfish 
ora pauper, The same rule holds good in re- 
gard to cities. 

The government has beea working in con- 
junction with Ottawa city council on a civic 
beautification scheme which covers a period of

All-Canadian Vote on Problem Is In 
Prospect. 


TORONTO, Sept. 4.—The people of 
Canada as a whole may soon be called 
upon to declare for or against che ll- 
quor traffic. Yesterday the council of 
the Dominion Alliance, meeting i- the 
Metropolltcn Church, listened to pro- 
positions having a. general’ referen- 
dum in view, and for two hours fol- 
lowing the close of the afternoon 
meeting the legisla:ion committee of 
the council deliberated upon tha var- 
fous sche 1e8 proposed. No clu- 
sion was reachec at the time of ad- 
journment, but it was evident from 
the attitude with which each mem- 
bers of the committee considered the 
matter that the couuell will to-day 
hear recommendations along the line 
of hiving the peo: le speak. The sug- 
gestion that seemed ‘o attract moat 
f vor and which probably -ill be ac- 
cepted by the council} is for a :eferen- 
dum on the question of complete pro- 
bibit' .« to be submitted.to the Dom- 
inion electors at as immediate a date 
as It will be possible to obtain f-om 
Parliament. 
The legislation committee, whose 
personnel includes leadi g executive 
men from the different provinces, 
as agreed that a mere expression of 
opinion from the people is not suf- 
ficient to warrant the time and money 
that would have to be expended. ast 
experiences [In which governments 
had falled to act on such expressions 
were cited and held out as warnings 
against repeating the action. "f a 
vote was tc be taken on the subject of 
prohibition it must be so planned, 
they declared, that in the event of 
the question receiving a substantial 
majority it would automatically be- 
come law. 


HUERTA IN CONTEST. 


Provisional Ruler Will Run For the 
Presidency of Republic. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 4.—From a 
source which is authentic, {ft was 
learned last night that it is*almost 
a certainty that President Huerta, 
with'n a few days, will turn over the 
provisional presidency to Gen. Tre- 
vino, and himself become a candidate 
for the full elective term. ! 

This informant has been in attend-! 
ance at almost every Cabinet meeting, ! 
and has himself declined numerous 
offers to become one of Huerta's Min-| 
isters. “You are safe {no saying that 
Washington is in possession of Huer-| 
ta's Intention, and will Interpose no} 
objection to bis offering himself as 
a candidate,” said he. “The only att-| 
pulation the United States will make, , 
is that the elections be conducted hen-| 
estly and fairly, and that lt be thor- 
oughly understood that the man chos- 
en must be supported and maintained 
In office by the whole country; If need 
be with the help of the United States. 
Gen. Trevino, according to law, must 
become first the Foreign Minister in 
order to succeed automatically to the 
provisional Presidency, when Huerta 
retires, All this has been arranged, 
in fact, may be regarded as an ac-;

Two Miles of Mourners Follow the 
Body of James Nolan, Who. Was | 
Killed’In a Police Charge Dur- 
ing Riots — Police at Grave- 
yard Keep Behind Tomb- 
stones to Avert Trouble. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 4.—Two miles of 
mourners followed to the grave yes- 
terday the body of James Nolan, the 
laborer who was. killed by a police 
baton charge on Saturday. Through 
the heat and dust of the main streets, 
and beyond to the cemetery of Glas- 
nevin, five miles away, more than 
20,000 men and women tramped to 
solmen music, Three bands marched 
with heavy steps, the sullen faces of 
the people nuraing their sorrow. 
There was one moment of swift panic 
to break the steady trudging to the 
grave. Some restless horses bo.ted 
near Dantel O’Connell’a statue, just 
as the hearse was passing the Imper- 
ial Hotel, on Sackville street, where 
at least 10,000 spectatora had con- 
gregated. So nervous was the crowt 
after the events of the past few days 
that shouts for police were raised, 
and in an instant hundreds of shriek- 
ing women, many of them carrying 
babies, were rushing for safety into 
shops and hotels. The procession 
was broken, and the hearse contain- 
ing the coffin was left deserted, cx- 
cept for half a dozen men who bore 
a large wreath on poles slung over 
their shoulders. Quite 50,000 people 
were at the cemetery. What police 
were present were hidden behind 


., tombstones.

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TAFT IS NEW. PRESIDENT 





Debate at Meeting of American Bar 
Association All dinges Upon the 
Present Unrest In the U. 8.— 
Barristers Are Conservative 
Regarding Any Change In 
Legal’ Practice. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 4.—The signi- 
ficaut feature of the American Bar 
Association convention, which closed 
with a big banquet here last night, 
is to be found in the attitude expresa- 
ed in so many of the speeches to- 
wards the rising tide of progressive, 
perhapa socialistic ideas now sweop- 
ing over the United States. Several 
states have already placed tn their 
constitutions the ‘Recall of Judges” 
and “The Review of Judicial Decl- 
sions.” The Bar Association is ovt 
to fight these innovations and others 
they fear and regard as even more 
revolutionary. 

No matter what subject was up the 
speakers yesterday soon reverted to 
‘he one theme, namely: What can 
be done to satisfy the demands of the 
people without Impatring the re- 
straints imposed upon legislation by 
the courts under the constitution? All 
admitted that real abuses existed and 
that monster monopolies oppressed 
alike the producers and the consum- 
ers, but all asserted that relief could 
be obtained without ‘a political revo- 
lution. 

The constitution, it was sald, had 
been misinterpreted. It was now the 
supreme duty of the hour to adapt It 
to the modern need and conditions of 
a highly complicated Industrial clv!- 
lization. 

Mr. Taft and Dean Thayer, of the 
Harvard law school, urged a higher 
standard for admission to the bar, 
and many others [nsisted upon sweep- 
ing reforms in judicial procedure. 
Progressive legislation against over- 
capitalization and providing for a 
workmen’s compensation act were 
suggested, 

Near.y every reform now favored 
by the people was end-rsed with tbe 
proviso that the constitution and the 
courts remain unchanged, The slo- 
gan of the lawyers seems to be “Take 
the cargo but leave the ship.” 

The bench and bar of the United 
States as represented here yesterday 
are conservative, but they are pre- 
pared to be “progressive conserva- 
tives," as Mr. Blount of Florida put it. 

Judges and lawyers are asking for 
another chance to bring the courts 
into sympathy with the people. 

The association yesterdty elected 
Mr. Taft of Connecticut,” president. 

So far so good. No one mentioned 
the name of Roosevelt, but the spirit 
of Roosevelt brooded Ike a cloud 
over the convention.

* At one station nct far from Ottawa, we saw

The 
child was apparently about a year old and it at 
‘once became the center of the undivided atten- 
tion of the older trio. Foran hour or more they 
Stayed on the train, and all the time they derived 
the utmost amusement from the smiles and 
faughter,.and happy crowing of this most re- 
amarkable youngster.

"LETTERS CONVICT THEM. 
Greek Soldiers Writing Home Boast- 
ed of Massa-res. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sept. 6.—In or 
der to prove that Greek soldiern were 
responsible for a number of atrocities 
against the Bulgarians in the fighting 
last July between Bulgaria and her 
former allies, Greece, 'Seryia, and 
Montenegro, there has been mady 
public in Sofia extracts from letters 
written by Greek solidersiand officers 
to friends at home. These letters 
‘were captured In a mail bag of the 
19th Regiment of the 7th Greek divi- 
sion by Bulgarian troops in the vi- 
ceinity of Razlog. They have been 
given out by the Bulgarian tele- 
graphic agency fn pamphlet. form. 
Each letter {s printed in fac simile 
of the original Greek, followed by « 
translation in French, which gives the 
dates and the names signed to each 
communication. 

The first letter in the pamphlet ls 
dated July 11 and the last July 15. 
Extracts from some of these com- 
munications of Greek soldiers and 
officers follow: 

“We have burned all the villages 
abandoned by the Bulgarians. They 
burned the Greek villages and we the 
Bulgarian villages. They, massacre, 
we massacre, and the Manilcher has 
operated against every member of 
this dishonest nation who has fallen 
Into our hands.

As the machine made its round of the field, 
cutting its five-foot swath more successfully 
than could be done by the old grape-vine cradie, 
and as neatly tormed and tightly bound sheaves 
were kicked out one by one, excitement arose 
to revival heat. 

Well, to make a short story long, the Noxon 
man took out his order bouk and just as fast as 
he could take down tne names he wrote 
out a total of seventeen orders for binders.

He is 
easily led and is not a good businees man, but 
the ease with which he is influenced and ted, 
combined with his capacify for hard work, will 
finally make hima strong comeetitor of the 
Anglo-Saxon inthe developement of this Do- 
minion of ours. The ease with which he has 
succeeded and scored in the manufacture of 
butter is only cne point out of many in which 
he has already distanced his less teachable and 
less enthusiastic Enzlish-speaxing rivals.

But then we recalled that 
the Roman Catholics have never been strict 
Sabbatarians. In Quebec city that same after 

rioon a baseball match took place, at which 
there were several thousand spectators and 
the yelling could be heard many blocks 
away. The devout Catholic ia French Canada 
goes to mass on Sunday morning, and usually 
spends the rest of the day in a social or pleasur- 
able way. In some parishes they even indulge 
in horse-racing on Sunday afternoon, and gen- 
erally we found that the French Canadian does 
not let Sunday stand -etween him and a good 
time. 
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We next visited the sacred fountain whose 
waters came‘irom a spring in the adjacent hill, 
and which are srid to have a healing value al- 
most equal to the relics in the church.

We fear 
that the efficacy of faith did not avail in this 
particular case far the eyes were sunken and 
wusted. But we were told that among the mir- 
acles performed, there have teen many cases cf 
the restoration of sighi to those who had been 
totally blind. 

We were finally ushered into the huge aud- 
itorium of the main church. What attracted 
Our attention most of ali was nur the vast con- 
gregaticon of devovted wershippers, nor the 
singing of the excellent male soloists, nur the 
exquisitely beautiful interior, nor the elaborately 
carved marble altar rail—it was not any of these 
that first aroused o- rinterest, but a sight that was 
stranger than any of thése. Surrouncing the 
great pillars at the rear of the auditorium are 
several immense pyramids of canes, crutches, 
meta! braces, electric belts, liver puds, trusses, 
and even pill boxes and medicine bottles. We 
were told that those piles, big as they were, 
represented only the accumulation of a few re- 
cent years. Every several years, the excess is 
cleared away and fresh supplies are placed 
there as mute witnesses of the beneficent power 
of the good Ste. Anne. Surrounding one of the 
pillars, just before the altar rail, are the canes 
aud. crutches and other paraphernalia, left 
by the halt, and the maimed.:who have been 
healed of their infirmities since April the first of 
this year. If Ste. Anne has done that much 
good to so many poor sufferers, the majority of 
them incurable by the ordinary processes o 
surgery or medizine, in four short months, we 
can only say God speed to her work, and may 
her memory always be kept green.

"JAPAN'S vEMANDS. 


She Wants Apology and Indemnity 
From China. ‘ 

PEKIN, Sept. 12.—President Yuan 
Shi Kai and bis advisers have taken 
under consideration the demands 
made ./ the Japanese Government 
whicb are tantamount to an ultima- 
tum, for the killing of three Japan- 
ese at Nanking, the maltreatment of 
a consular messenger, the torture of 
a Japanese Heutenant at Hankow and 
the imprisonment for two days of a 
Japanese leutenant at Shantung. 
Japan demands an apology for -he {n- 
sults to the Japanese flag, the punish- 

-ont of those responsible and the 
payment of an indemnity, the amount 
of which is to be arranged later. 

The Japanese legation says that 
the demands represent the minimum 
to which China must agree without 
delay; otherwise Japan will take what 
action is deemed necessary. A mem- 
ber of the legation stated privately 
yesterday that if the terms were 
known at Tokio the people would con- 
sider that the Government had be 
trayed Its trust and sacrificed the na- 
tlon’s honor, | 

It is .bougbt here that the Japan 
ese Government is as anxious to settle 
the matter as the Chinese and has pre- 
sented minimum demands in consid- 
eration of foreign criticism and In or- 
der that the Chinese Government 
could accede quickly and readily. 

Nanking reports that Gen. Chang 
Hsun, commander of the Imperial 
forces there, and bis soldiers will not 
pérmit the Republican flag to be 
flown, but only a red tag with Chang 
Haun’s name Inscribed thereon. For 
many montha reports have been cur- 
rent that Chang Hsun held monarch- 
ist views, and there were even ru- 
mors that he had Intended to pro- 
claim himself emperor. His present 
attitude, however, may be largely due 

to the rebuke which Yuan Shi Kal 
administered to him by a public tele 
gram after the looting of Nanking.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—A aset- 
tlement of the differences between 
the Senate and the House over. the 
proposed duties on wheat and’ four 
was reached by the Democratic mem- 
bers of the tariff conference commit- 
lee yesterday. The nature of the 
agreement was not made public, but 
it ls understood that the House mem- 
bers finally accepted the Senate 
amendment almost without. change. 

Under this provision, both wheat 
and Gout would go on. the free Ist 
oud a duty o2 teu cents per bushel 
wou’ be acsessed against wheat Im- 
ported’ ‘rom a cou-try levying a duty 
on American wheat, and a duty of 
45 cents per burrel agains: four 
imported under jike conditions.

_ AGAINST BABY TALK 
A Praction Which Retards Education 
Say Authorities 


Professor Berle, of Denver, has 
deen advising mothers not to use baby- 
talk in addressing children, “Every 
dit of the foolish jargon taught to 
Babiea nowadays will hare to be un- 
learned some day,” he said {n a leo- 
ture, “Tle average father and mother 
instead of preparing their child for 
school, instead of establishing a found- 
ation for education and knowledge; do 
the reverse, and the average child 
spends his first few years in school 


unlearning all the rot taught to bim |) 


Defore he enters.” 

London authorities on education, 
Saya the Manchester Guardian, agree 
with Professor Berle. One says: 
“From the very first, children shouuld 
have the best thelr parents can give 
them.” Another says children have 
& natural liking for correct language. 
Professor Rippmann, the well-known 
authority on phonetics; plunged into 
the philosophy of the question. The 
habit of baby talk is universal. Is 
there, therefore, some deep-rooted rea- 
eon for It? No, he says. The parents 
do not understand why children form 
thelr words as they do, and they sup- 
pose that by imitating the child they 
are more easily understood by the 
child. They do not realize that the 
sense of sound develops slowly with 
children. By imitating the imperfect 
enunciation of the child, we may add, 
the process of development is checked. 
Baby talk is no more easily under- 
stood than correct language. It ia no 
easier to understand “gee-geo” than 
to understand “horse.” 

One reason is not mentioned. There 
fs something charming !n a child's 
elocution, even in its errors, and the 
fond parent likes to repeat the childish 
language and to hear It repeated. But 
let no one fear that the charm of 
baby language will be destroyed if this 
practice is stopped. The freshness 
of the childish voice distinguishes it 
at once from ours. Its inflections are 
Deautiful and distinctive. A .teacher 
of elocution once said that the+em- 
phasis and inflection of very young 
ehildren-are almost perfect, and that 
they are spoiled by school training.

It In astonixhing the bellef natives in 
southern ftodia have in their “caste” 
and what they will do to rezain it If 
A certaly duy In the year Is set 
axlde for the ceremony of regaining 
“carte.” 

An inclosure about twenty feet square 
fs fenced off, und tv this togs of wood 
are burnt, the asher of which are kept 
red bot by continunl fanning. 

‘Those going through the ceremony 
have to wash themselves In the river 
abont a mile away: then, with strings 
of Sowers hanging round their necks. 
they run to the Inclosure. By the time 
they reach it the red bot ashes bare 
been raked all over the floor and the 
ido! of whatever caste they belong to 
bas been placed on 
end 

fu rush the “castelens.” barefooted. 
Withont the slichtest hesitation. and 
dance round und round on the red bot 
axbes until they drop from exhaustion 
and are drugred out by their friends. 
Before going through thia painful cere 
mony of recnining “caste” a man tx 
Oirat supposed to fast for at least three 
days.—Pearson’s Weekly. .

Dr. (Sir) William Osler {s probably 


ted Regius Professor of Medicine

authority. 

Dr. Osler says of diphtheria: 

We are still without drugs which 
can directly counteract the tox-albu- 
mens of the disease, and we must rely 
upon general measures of feeding and 










Medicines given internally are of little 
yall tn diphtheria.” 


* Concerning pneumonia, Dr. Osler 


gays: 

“Pneumonia is a self-limited disease 
which can neither be cut short nor 
aborted by any known means.at our 
command. Even under the t un- 
favorable circumstances. y ter. 
minate abruptly and naturally without 
a dose of medicine baving been ad- 
ministered., There is no specific treat 
\ment of pneumonia. The young prac 
‘titioner may bear In mind that patients 
are more often damaged than helped 
by the too promiscuous system of 
dragging, which is still only too pre 
valent.” — 

Of scarlet fever, Dr. Osler says: 

“Ordinary cases do not require any 
medicine. Medical antipyretics are 
not of much service in comparisoh 
with cold water.” 

Of measles, Dr. Osler says: 

“Confinement in bed in a well ven- 
tilated room and Mght diet are the 
only measures necessary in uncompll- 
cated cases.” 

Of whooping cough, Dr, Osler says: 

“The medical treatment is most un- 
satisfactory.” 

Of. yellow fever: 

“Careful. aursing and a systematic 
pian of diet probably give the best 
reaults.” 

Of dysentery: 

“The treatment of dysentery by 
topieal applications is by far the more 
rational plan.”

THE SPAN OF LIFE 
SHOWN BY FIGURES 


For Those Under Thirty the Expecta- 
tlon of Longevity Has increased— 
Married People Fortunate 


@low long do you expect to live? 

Perhaps you have never given the 
matter a thought. The majority of 
People simply want to, live as long 
as they can—and let it go at that, 
Therefore maybe it would be. better 
to ask: How long can you expect to 
live? : 

Suppose you are between 40 and 46 
years of age. If that is the case you 
May expoct to live 23.4 years more— 
if you happen to live in a city. The 
matter of wirere you live changes the 
figure slightly but not much. 

It oceurred to the health department 
of one city to prepare a table.of the 
expectation of Ilfe among the inhabi- 
tants of its city, in the hope that the! 
People would help fight disease and 
80 prolong thelr calculated allotted 
Span. ’ 

The preparation of a table of this 
sort {s a very complicated proceeding 
that requires an expert. But the re- 
sults obtained are highly valuable. 
The figures are fractically the same 
for all sections of the country. These 
show that there has been an increase 
in the expectation of life, as it is cal- 
led, from-the age of 1 year to the 
age of 30 and a decrease from 30 years 
on. For inatance, a child § years old 
| might expect to live S52 years more. 
That [s an increase of 11 years over 
the expectation of life calculated a 
third of a century ago. An adult be- 
tween 25 and 30 years Of age has 32.6 
years more to live, according to this 
-table, while a person 85 years old:‘may 
reasonably expect to live only 3 years 
and 3 months longer, see 

The expectation of life for men and 
women is different, for people in dif- 
ferent trades it is different. These 
differences bring to light some curious 
facts. For instance comparison of the 
sexes Instead of ages shows that wo- 
men in general have about 6 rears 
longer to live than men. The Sgures 
also show that married men live lon- 
ger than single men and that married 
women live longer than single women.

Solutions For inotty Points In Alr 
Law Offered To Nations. 


FRANKFORT-ON-MAIN, Germany.) 


Sept. 27.—The conference under the 
auspices of the international law cor:- 
mittee of aviation yesterday adopted 
the following principles on which they 
will endeavor to secure Internationa! 
iegislation for the uniform contre! wi 
aviation: 

Rights of private property do not 
entitle Jland holdera to prohibit avia- 
tors flying over their lands If such 
flying is done without occasioning fn- 
conveniences, but any abuse of this 
privilege by a yer will make biw 
legally reeponsible. 

The owner of an air craft shall be 
responsible for damages to persons 
or property, except to persons ob 
board an alrcraft,.but the owner of 
the air craft may recover against « 
person who causes damage and alzu 
may plead that damages were due tu 
forces beyond hummn control.

‘The road is not much more than a 
rough track, and at the cyossing 
where the accident took place there is 
no Hzght or habitation. The train was 
ea route to Montreal. , 

The engine driver, realizing that 
there had been an accident, pulled 
up, and the train crew picked up the 
bodies of the party, which had beep 
thrown in all directions, one of them 
being found on top of the engine. The 
carriage was smashed into splinters. 

Four of the victims were dead when 
picked up, the only one showing any 
alen of life being Albina Lortle. All 
were placed on the train and brought 
Into Montreal. 

At the Mile-End Station an ambu- 
lance from the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital was waiting. Miss Lortie was 
placed in the vehicle, but dled before 
reaching the hospital. 

Just how the accident happened no 
one seems to know, as the point where 
the carriage was struck is far removed 
from any farm house.

disuse. The weather specialists now admit 
that at least soine of the folklore sayings were 
grounded on rational observations and may 
serveas useful guides for local predictions. 
Though not yet ready to accept the once popu- 
lar theory of wet and dry moons nor to concede 
thatrain can be conjured down by hanginga 
dead snake in the fork of a tree, but the bureau 
is rather cordially disposed toward the proverb 
which runs ; 

“When the stars begingo hudcle 

The earth will soon become a puddle.” 

Ycur learned meteorologist could doubtless 
explain this antique oracle on a thoroughly 
scientific basis; but for our own part we perfer 
to tuke it unpuestionably as one of those sprigs 
of primal wisdom which sprang up and flour- 
ished long vefore men ever. addled their heads 
with ologies. Weate particularly glad that the 
specialists have found room for this other 
weather rhyme: 

“Evening gray and morningjred 

Makes the shepherd hang his head; 

Evening red and morning gray, 

Two sure signs of one fair day.’’

that one of us out of ten thousand knows or 
cares whether the morning be redorgray. “‘A 
year of snow, a year of plenty” is another ad- 
age revived by the liberal. scientists at Wash- 
ington and they are not entirely sk-ptical of the 
line, “January warm; the Lord have mercy!

EMPLOYERS NOT IN IT. -

fireat Industrial Heads Do Not Appear 
In Defence Union. 


LONDON, Sept. 29—The formation 
of the employers of the United King- 
dom ‘nto a defence union fs the sub- 
Sect of considerable criticlam from 
the polnt of view of both employer 
and employee. 

Some employers, Ike Sir Benjamin 
Browne, the engineer and sbipbulld- 
er, doubt he wisdom =na usefulness 
of Abe proposal .of a general agréé- 
mént, and think that the leaders of 
the movement should make Is perfect- 
ly clear that they are not undertak- 
ing to attack what Is-understood by 
soe pbrase “legitimate trades unlon- 
em,"* 

Witb the proposed guarantee fund 
of £59,000,900 one might bave sup- 
posed that all the great employers of 
labor {n the country had ‘decided to 
take fommon action with those who 
had “approved” the formation of the 
union. This is far from the case. The 
names of those approving Include the 
Duke of Bedford, Lord Avebury, Lord 
Dysart, Sir P. Magous, Prof. Filn- 
ders Petrie, Prof. E. C. Clark and Sir 
John Bingham, but there isan entira 
absence of the heads of the huge in- 
dustrial ¢cncerns of the country, of 
men representative of the grcat rall- 
way companies, of the large colliery 
undertakings, an* of the aii-import- 
ant ship-buliding Industry. 

What action trades unionism will 
taxo in the matter Is not yet known, 
but the London Trades Council will 
meet specially in early October to 
consider the situation created by the 
bnew movement. 

Commercial circles in Lordon do 
not welcome the employers’ combina- 
tlop, the general view being that at 
th- particular moment It is most 
rnfortunate.

Ing the effcct of discipline, food, Iabor 
and the general . ystem on a convict’s 
mind, 

Mr. Osborne will enter the prison 
to-day as s new Convict, will go 
through the routing, such as belng 
taken for a bath, a session with the 
prison barber and the prison tallor, 
and wil} have to go tbrough the same 
grind as a convicted felon. 

In reply to a question, Mr. Osborne 
said he was ready to take all his 
medicine and would not belk at the 
dungeon, should*his conduct at apy 
time justify his incarceration in that 
place. The sentence will te indeter- 
minate, but will not be less than a 
week. The results of the study will 
be embodied in a report to be made 
by the commissioner that is now 
studying reform with a view toward 
legislation next year.
